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"** Neyerthelesi, we according to this promise, look for new hearcns and a new 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness.* —2 Peter iii. 13. 

The two principal objects of these Lectures or Scripture 
Readings, are to exhibit some of the momentous events 
which are to occur during the Thousand Years; and, that 
man, as the agent in the hands of the Almighty, has it in his 
power, by natural means, to give a literal fulfilment to cer- 
tain of the prophecies alluded to, which will, in the progress 
of man's agency, give relief to the poor and needy, all over 
the world, where that agency shall be exerted. 

There are many persons who affix to the plain words of 
our text, a spiritual, ambiguous, and mysterious meaning : 
To such persons, the following readings will be useless. 
Paul candidly acknowledges that we see as through a glass, 
darkly. Peter said of him, that he fPaul) wrote some things 
hard to be understood. With sucn things I do not inter- 
meddle. Daniel also wrote of things hard to be understood, 
when he said, «'And I heard, but I understood not : then said Dan. xii. 
I, O my Lord, what shall be the end of these things ? And 
he said, Go thy way, Daniel : for the words are closed up 
and sealed till the time of the end." Thus wrote Daniel, a 
man greatly beloved : and shall we, unrighteous and wicked 
men of the present age, attempt to unseal that which has 
been closed up, and to understand that which he understood 
not? — God forbid! From these considerations, it may be 
inferred, and justly inferred, that the present readings from 
the Bible will not embrace its figurative, spiritual and dark 
sentences, but will be confined to the literal passages onl^ 

In the words of our text, '^we look for new heavens and a 
new earth." To the proper understanding of these very un- 
ambiguous expressions, it will be necessary to describe, from 
the Holy Scriptures, the several heavens and earths therein 
particularized. In doing this, in order not to interrupt the 
harmony of these quotations, the chapter and verse will not 
be referred to, unless these shall be called for by any of the 
audience. And should the brief quotations given, be un- 
satisfactory, the contexts will be read if required, — and a 
pause will be made at every quotation. 
1 



Although our text does not make mention of the new 
Jerusalem, nevertheless, as that holy city has been destined 
to hold so prominent a position on this earth, and in the 
heavens upon this earth, it will necessarily fall to be de- 
scribed, in conjunction with the new heaven and the new 
earth for which Peter looked. 

Let it then be noticed, that there are particularly described 
and characterised in the Sacred Volume, three heavens, three 
earths, and three Jerusalems, — all of which will be embraced 
severally, by the readings to be offered, in their order. And 
it will also be shown from the sacred text, that man, during 
the Thousand Years, is to have rule over the fish of the 
sea, and that the Almighty hath so provided for that rule, 
by the sea waters then being on the mountains. The course 
will conclude with a few practical remarks and inferences. 

In the Appendix, will be superadded, a description of the 
inhabitants of each of the three heavens. 

First. Of the new heavens and new earth. — As the de- 
scendants of Noah have never seen and never heard of a new 
heavens upon, and associated with this earth, excepting that 
spoken of by Peter, it seems not improper in us to call it the 
first heavens, — moreover, because it is called new in rela- 
tion to this earth and its inhabitants, it will be to us the first 
heavens. As this earth is the firsts the new one must be the 
second earth. But it is presumed that it will be seen from 
the readings, that there will only be a new surface, which is 
to constitute the new or second earth. 

Many changes and events of the most momentous descrip- 
tion are to happen during the period of the Thousand Years, 
mentioned in Revelations. Of such vast importance will 
these changes be, that, in the language of Scripture, old 
things shall not come into mind. 

The events alluded to, viz : — the new heavens and new 
earth, and in-dwelling righteousness ; also, the first resurec- 
tion, the restoration of the Jews, new Jerusalem, and our 
Lord's kingdom, — being all realised on this earth, will be 
comparatively the most interesting to its inhabitants. Ahd, 
alttiough each subject is distinct, and in some measure insu- 
lated, yet, nevertheleless, the features, characteristics, and 
mutual relationships and dependencies, are so interwoven, 
(probably from Divine appointment,) as to concentrate, and, 
as it were, to give them identity. For these reasons, the 
readings will embrace the whole of those mighty events, 
severally, though complexly and promiscuously. 
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CHAPTER I. 

The Kingdom to be on this Earth, 

But when ye pray, (said our Lord,) after this manner pray 
ye: — Our Father, which art in Heaven, hallowed be thy Math. ?!. 7. 
nafne. Thy kingdom come. Thy will be done in earth, as 
it is in Heaven . Now is come salvation, and strength, and Rev.xii. 10. 
the kingdom of our God and the power of his Christ. Of 
the increase of His government and peace, there shall be no i^. «. 7. 
end. Upon the throne- of David, and upon His kingdom, to 
order it, and to establish it with judgment and with justice 
from henceforth, even for ever. — (Fulfil the moral law.) 
For so an entrance shall be ministered unto you into the2Pet.i.ii. 
everlasting kingdom of Our Lord and Saviour Jesus Christ. 
And in mercy shall the throne be established ; and He shall 
,?. sit upon it in truth, in the Tabernacle of David. And thej^^^j 5 
^^*Lord shall deliver me from every evil work, and will preserve 2 Tim'iv.'i 8. 
me unto His heavenly kingdom. He shall reign over the 
house of Jacob for ever ; and of His kingdom there shall be Luke i.32. 
no end. But I tell you of a truth, there be standing here, 
which shall not taste of death, (the second death) till they Luke ix. 27. 
see the kingdom of God. 4'he kingdom of God is come nigh ^ ^ ^ 
unto you. Seek ye the kingdom of God, and all these things Luke xii.ii. 
shall be added unto you. Fear not little flock ; for it is your 
Father's good pleasure to give you the kingdom. Blessed is 
he that shall eat bread in the kingdom of God. (After the Luke xiv.is 
first resurrection. Christ after his resurrection, eat fish and 
honey-<5omb before his disciples.) The kingdom of God 
Cometh not with observation. I tell you, in that night there ^'^^ ^^"' ^°' 
shall be two men in one bed ; the one shall be taken and the Lk.xvii.34. 
other shall be left. How hardly shall they that have riches 
enter into the kingdom of God. He spake a parable, because l^*^II"*i1'* 
they thought that the kingdom of God should immediately 
appear. And he said unto Jesus, Lord, remember me when 
thou comest into thy kingdom. And Jesus went about all ^^yj,^'.'^* 23 
Galilee, teaching in their synagogues, and preaching the 
Gospel of the kingdom. Ye which have followed me in the 
regeneration, when the Son of Man shall sit on the throne ofjviath.xix.as 
his glory, ye also shall sit upon twelve thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of Israel. And this Gospel of the kingdom 
shall be preached in all the world, for a witness unto all " ^»^- ^^• 
nations ; and then shall the end come. (As it is now so, 
geiierally, the end is at hand.) And in the day of these Dap. ii. 44. 
kings shall the God of Heaven set up a kingdom, which 
shall never be destroyed : it shall break in pieces and con- 
sume all these kingdoms, and it shall stand for ever. And ^^'^^ *^' ^^* 
the seventh angel sounded; and there were great voices in 
Heaven, saying : The kingdoms of this world are become - 

the kingdom of our Lord and of his Christ ; and he shall j 
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Rer. V. 9. reign for ever and ever. For thou wast slain, and hast re- 
deemed us unto God by thy blood out of every kindred, and 
tongue, and people, and nation ; and hast made us unto our 
Micahiy.8. Qq^ j^jj^gg ^^^ priests, and we shall reign on the earth. And 
thou, O tower of the flock, the stronghold of the daughter 
of Zion, unto thee shall it come, even tlie first dominion ; 
the kingdom shall come to the daughter of Jerusalem. They 
Jj^xiT.2. shall rule over their oppressors. Then shall the king say 
34* * ^^^'unto them on his right hand, come, ye blessed of my Father, 
inherit the kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of 
1 Cor. XT. the world. Then cometh the end, when he shall have de- 
ichron. ii ^'^^^^^ upthe kingdom to God, even the Father.

12. * ' the Lord God of Israel, that made heaven and earth, who 
hath given to David the king a wise son, endued with pru- 
dence and understanding, that might build an house for the 
Ps. xxii.28.

The 
wolf also shall dwell with the lamb, and the leopard shall 
lie down with the kid ; and the calf and the young lion and 
Is.

Dan Tii.18 Stopped. The saints of the most High shall take the kingdom, 
Oba. i. 21. and possess the kingdom for ever, even for ever and ever. And 
Saviours shall come up on Mount Zion to judge the mount 
Lk.xxii.i8 of Esau ; and the kingdom shall be the Lord's. For I say 
unto you, I will not drink of the fruit of the vine, until the 
iCor^i 9 kingdom of God shall come. Know ye not that the un- 
righteous shall not inherit the kingdom of God? Be not de- 
ceived : neither fornicators, nor idolaters, nor adulterers, nor 
eflFeminate, nor abusers of themselves with mankind, nor 
thieves, nor covetous, nor drunkards, nor revilers, nor extor- 
James ii.6. tiouers, shall inherit the kingdom of God. Hearken, my be- 
loved brethren, hath not God chosen the poor of this world, 
rich in faith, and heirs of the kingdom which he hath pro- 
mised to those that love him? 
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CHAPTER n. 

The J^ew Heavens and the New Earth. 

The first earth is that on which we dwell, and we know 
by lamentable experience, that upon it there dwelleth no 
righteousness. But on the second earth that Peter looked 
for, there is to be righteousness, which will constitute the 
essential and sublime characteristic of the new or first hea- 
vens to be thereon established, 



And they overcame him by the blood of the Lamb, and by ReF.xii.12. 
the word of their testimony ; and they loved not their now 
lives unto the death. Therefore, rejoice, ye heavens, and ye 
that dwell in them. Woe to the inhabitants of the earth and 
the sea ! For, behold, I create new (first) heavens, and a j^ j^^ j^ 
new earth : and the former shall not be remembered, nor 
come into mind. For as the new heavens, and the new earth, «« Uvi 22. 
which I will make, shall remain before me, so shall your seed 
afcd your name remain. But, O, ye mountains of Israel, ye Ezk.xxxri 
shall shoot forth your branches, and yield your fruit to my ® 
people Israel ; and ye shall be tilled and sown : and the cities 
shall be inhabited, and the wastes shall be builded : and I will 
multiply upon you man and beast ; and they shall increase 
and bring fruit : and I will settle you after your old estates, 
and will do better unto you than at your beginnings. As the oeut. xi. 
days of heaven upon the earth. If any of thine be driven 21. 
out unto the outmost parts of heaven, from thence will the ^^^' 
Lord thy God gather thee. If one look upon the land, be- j^ ^ ^^ 
hold darkness and sorrow ; and the light is darkened in the 
heavens thereof. They come from a far country, from the «» xiu. 5. 
end of heaven. For verily I say unto you, till heaven and Mat. v. is. 
earth pass : Heaven and earth shall pass away, but my word " xxiv S5. 
shall not pass away. They shall gather together his elect " xxiy.si. 
from the four winds, from one end of heaven to the other. 
Heaven and earth shall pass away but my words shall not^k.xxi. 33. 
pass away. The wolf and the lamb shall feed together, and is. Ixt. 26. 
the lion shall eat straw like the bullock ; and dust shall be 
the serpent's meat. They shall not hurt nor destroy in all my 
holy mountain, saith the Lord. And in that day will I make Rosea ii.is. 
a covenant for them with the beasts of the field, and with the 
fowls of heaven, and with the creeping things of the ground: 
and I will break the bow, and the sword, and the battle, out 
of the earth, and will make them to lie down safely. And ^'*^* ^^- ^• 
they shall beat their swords into ploughshares. And the Joel ii. 24. 
floors shall be full of wheat, and the vats shall overflow with 
wine and oil. The meek shall inherit the earth. 

While the earth remaineth, seed time and harvest, cold Gen. viii.22 
and heat, and summer and winter, and day and night shall 
not cease. But the day of the Lord shall come as a thief in 2 Pet. iii. 
the night ; in which the heavens shall pass away with a great ^^' 
noise, and the elements shall melt with fervent heat, the earth 
also, and the works that are therein shall be burnt up. Look- 
ing for and hasting unto the coming of the day of God, 
wherein the heavens, being on fire, shall be dissolved, and the 
elements shall melt with fervent heat. <' Nevertheless, we, 
according to his promise, look for new heavens and a neto 
earth, wherein dwelleth righteousness.^^ He hath compassed ^^^ x'^^*- 
the waters with bounds, until the day and night come to an 
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words shall he burnt tip^ ^Vhicli literally is to be the ulti- 
mate destiny of the^rs^ earth ; or, to speak with greater pre- 
cision, this globcj on which the first new^ or second earthy is 
to be formed by man's agency in the hands of Omnipotence. 
The new earth that John saw, was, of course, the third. 
But of the relative period of that conflagration, none can 
say from God's word. If an opinion can be hazarded on 
this subject, it may be inferred that the first and second hea- 
vens, and the second and third earths are to be co-existent. 
This conjecture appears to be sanctioned by Isaiah xxxiv. 4. 
It is worthy of notice regarding the sea, that on the first earth 
bounds are set to it ; on the second earth, it will be shown 
that its waters are to be in streams and rivers on its surface, 
and on the third earth, which John saw, there was. no more 
sea. 
Is. li. 10. That I may plant the heavens and lay the foundations of 
•* xxxiy. the earth. And all the host of heaven shall be dissolved, 
^«« li. 6. ^^^ ^^^ heavens shall be rolled together as a scroll. Lift up 
your eyes to the heavens, and look upon the earth beneath ; 
for the heavens shall vanish away like smoke, and the earth 
shall wax old like a garment, and they that dwell therein 
Ps. Till. 1. shall die in like manner. O Lord, our God, how excellent 
^^ . is thy name in all the earth, who hast set thy glory above 
^^^^ ' the heavens. Let the heavens rejoice and the earth be glad. 
Jeriv.23. j j^gj^g^^i ^^iQ earth, and, lo, it was without form and void ; 
and the heavens, and they had no light. (Jeremiah here 
speaks of the lower heavens, not the third heavens : ^'There 
shall be no night there for the Lord God giveth them light — 
• 28 ^^^ throne of God and the Lamb shall be in it." — Rev, xxii. 
*^- • 2 — 5.) For this shall the earth mourn, and the heavens 
„ jj above be black. The Gods that have not made the heavens 
and the earth, even they shall perish from the earth, and 
Job, xiv.i2. fro"^ under the heavens. So man lieth down and riseth not : 
till the heavens (first and second?) be no more, they shall 
Mat. xxiy. not awake, nor be raised out of their sleep. And they shall

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CHAPTER V. 

Of the Third Heavens. 

To HIM that overQometh will I give to eat of the tree of ^^^ 
life, which is in the midst of the paradise of God. And Je- Lk. xxiii"/ 
sus said unto him, Verily, I say unto thee, to-day shalt thou^* 
be with me in Paradise. (I knew a man in Christ, above .. „ 

fourteen years ago — whether in the body I cannot tell ; or Rev*!xxii- 
whether out of the body I cannot tell, God knoweth — ^such^* 
an one caught up to the third heaven. And I knew such a 
man — whether in the body or out of the body I cannot tell, 
God knoweth — how that he was caught up into paradise, and 
heard unspeakable words, which it is no^ lawful for a man 
to utter. And he showed me a pure river of water of life, c ^xii. i. 
clear as crystal, proceeding out of the throne of God and of 
the Lamb. In the midst of the street of it, and on either » ^xii. 2. 
side of the river, was there the tree of life, which have twelve 
manner of fruits, and yielded her fruit every month : and the 
leaves of the tree were for the healing of the nations. And " ^^"* ^' 
there shall be no more curse : but the throne of God and of 
the Lamb shall be in it. And there shall be no night there ; 
and they need no candle, neither light of the sun ; for the 
Lord God giveth them light ; and they shall reign for ever 
and ever.

CHAPTER VI. 

Of the New Jerusalem. 



(The first we know.) 

And man shall dwell in it (the second) and there shall bepch. xir. 
no more utter destruction j but Jerusalem shall be safely in- ^* 
habited. Thus sayeth the Lord, I am returned unto Zion, « yiii.a. 
and will dwell in the midst of Jerusalem (the second) : and 
Jerusalem shall be called the city of truth ; and the moun- 
tain of the Lord of hosts, the holy mountain. Thus sayeth 
the Lord of hosts, There shall yet old men and old women 
dwell in the streets of Jerusalem, and every man with his 
staff in his hand for very age. And the streets of the city 
shall be full of boys and girls playing in the streets thereof, jm 
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[f. ixT. 18. For, behold I create Jerusalem a rejoicing, and her people a 
joy. And I will rejoice in Jerusalem, and joy in my people ; 
and the voice of weeping shall be no more heard in her, nor 

«« ixTi. 10. the voice of crying. Rejoice ye with Jerusalem, and be glad 
with her, all ye that love her ; rejoice with joy with her, all 

Zepha. iii. ye that mourn for her. The remnant of Israel shall not do 

^- iniquity nor speak lies } neither shall a deceitful tongue be 

found in their mouth. Sing, O daughter of Zion ; shout, 
() Israel, be glad and rejoice with all the heart, O daughter 
of Jerusalem. In that day it shall be said to Jerusalem, Feai 
thou not. 

RcT. iii. 12. Him that overcometh will I make a pillar in the temple of 
my God, and he shall go no more out : and I will write upon 
him the name of my God, and the name of the city of my . 

roei iii. 18. God, which is new Jerusalem. And all the rivers of Judah 
shall flow with waters, and a fountain shall come forth of 
the house of the Lord, and shall water the valley of Shitiim. 

Bzek.xiwi. Afterward he brought me again unto the door of the house ; 

^ and, behold, waters issued out from under the threshold of 

the house eastward : for the fore front of the house stood to- 
ward the east, and the waters came down from under, from 
the right side of the house, at the south side of the altar. 
Then brought he me out of the way of the gate northward,, 
and led me about the way without unto the outer gate by the 
way that looketh eastward ; and behold, there ran out waters 
on the right side. And when the man that had the line in 
his hand went forth eastward, he measured a thousand cu- 
bits, and he brought me through the waters ; the waters were 
to the knees. Again he measured a thousand, and brought 
me through ; the waters were to the loins. Afterward he 
measured a thousand ; and it was a river that I could not 
pass over ; for the waters were risen, waters to swim in, a 
river that could not be passed over.

Son of man, hast thou seen this 7 Then he brought me, and 
caused me to return to the brink of the river. Now, when I 
had returned, behold, at the bank of the river were very many 
trees on the one side and on the other. Then said be unta 
me, These waters issue out toward the east country, and go 
down into the desert, and go into the sea; (the Dead sea) 
which being brought forth into the sea, the waters shall be 
• healed. And it shall come to pass, that every thing that li v- 
eth, which moveth whithersoever the rivers shall come, shall 
live ; and there shall be a very great multitude of j&sh, be- 
cause these waters shall come thither: for they shall be heal- 
ed ; and every thing shall live whither the rivers cometh. 
And it shall come to pass, that the fishers shall stand upon it, 
from En-gedi even unto En-eglaim ; they shall be a place to 
spread forth nets : their fish shall be according to their kinds^ 
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as the fish of the great sea, exceeding many. But the miry 
places thereof, and the marshes thereof, shall not be healed; 
they shall be given to salt. And by the river, upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, shall grow all trees for 
meat, whose leaf shall not fade, neither shall the fruit there- 
of be consumed ; it shall bring forth new fruit according to 
his months, because their waters they issued out of the sanc- 
tuary ; and the fruit thereof shall be for meat, and the leaf 
thereof for medicine. And I will restore thy judges as at the j^ . ge. 
first, and thy counsellors as at the beginning : afterward thou 
shalt be called, the city of righteousness, the faithful city. 
And it shall come to pass, that he that is left in Zion, and^**^-'' 
he thai remaineth in Jerusalem, shall be called holy, even 
every one that is written among the living in Jerusalem. 
Give him no rest, till he establish, and till he make Jerusalem ** l^ii. 7. 
a praise in the earth. Thy holy cities are a wilderness, Zion « ixiy.io. 
is a wilderness, Jerusaleni a desolation. At that time they jer. Hi. 17. 
shall call Jerusalem the throne of the Lord. And the city «<xxx. 18. 
shall be builded upon her own heap, and the palace shall re- 
main after the manner thereof Behold, the days come, saith ««xxxi.88. 
the Lord, from the tower of Hananeel unto the gate of the 
corner. All the land shall be turned as a plain from GebaZech. xiv. 
to Rimmon, south of Jerusalem • and it shall be lifted up, and ^* 
inhabited in her place, from Benjamin^s gate unto the place 
of the first gate, unto the corner gate, and from the tower of 
Hananeel unto the king's wine-presses. 



CHAPTER VII. 

Of the Holy Citt/, New Jerusalem. 

And I, John, saw the holy city, new Jerusalem, (third Je- 
rusalem,) coming down from God out of heaven. And there ^f^^^^^Q^' 
came unto me one of the seven angels, saying, come hither, ** xxi. id. 
I will show you the bride, the Lamb's wife. And he carried 
me away in the spirit to a great and high mountain, and 
showed me that great city, the holy Jerusalem, descending 

. out of heaven from God, having the glory of God : and her 
light was like unto a stone most precious, even like a jasper 
stone, clear as crystal • (see the description in xxi. chapter of 
Revelations,) and I saw no temple therein ; for the Lord God 
Almighty and the Lamb are the temple of it. And the city 
had no need of the sun, neither of the moon to shine in it ; 
for the glory of God did lighten it, and the Lamb is the light 
thereof: for there shall be no night there. And there shall 

. in no wise enter into it any thing that defileth, neither whafr 
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soever worketh abomination, or maketh a lie ; but they which 
Is. 1. 1. are written in the Lamb's book of life. Put on thy strength, 

O Zion ; put on thy beautiful garments, O Jerusalem, thq 

holy city: for henceforth there shall no more come unto 
•»ix. 18. thee the uncircumcised and the unclean. Thou shall call 

thy walls Salvation, and thy gates Praise. The sun shall be 
*«ix.»). ^^ more thy light by day ; neither for brightness shall the 

moon give light unto thee : but the Lord shall be unto thee 

an everlasting light, aud the days of the mourning shall be 
Rey. xxii. ended. Blessed are they that do his commandments, that 

they may have right to the tree of life, and may enter in 

through the gates into the city.

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CHAPTER IX. * 

Of the, First Resurrection. 

2 Cor.iv 10. For we must all appear before the judgment seat of Christ; 
that every one may receive the things done in the body, ac-

this I say, brethren, that flesh and blood cannot inherit the 
kingdom of God ; neither doth corruption inherit incorrup- 
tion. Behold I show you a mystery ; we shall not all sleep, 

2Tim.ii.i6.but we shall all be changed. Shun profane babblings; for 
they will increase unto more ungodliness. And their word 
will eat as doth a canker; of whom is Hymeneus and Phile- 
tus ; who concerning the truth have erred, saying that the 
resurrection is past already ; and overthrow the faith of some. 

Lk. xiii.28. There shall be weeping and gnashing of teeth, when ye shall 
see Abraham, and Isaac, and Jacob, and all the prophets in 
the kingdom of God, and you yourselves thrust out.

CHAPTER X. 
Remarks. 



Having now finished the readings from Scripture, on the 
Kingdom of God — The new heavens and the new earth ; and 
the righteousness that is to dwell therein — The second hea- 
ven and the third earth — The third heavens — The new Je- 
rusalem — The restoration of Israel — and the first resurrec- 
tion : we now come to notice a very remarkable and promi- 
nent feature of the new or second earth. The readings which 
refer to that feature, will consist of very brief texts from the 
prophets and apostles ; and those texts, and also the contexts, 
will be read, if any of the audience shall so require. 

It may be reasonably anticipated from the great number of 
passages that have been already given, that the new or sec- 
ond earth is not to be a new globe. Instead of this, there 
seems to be abundant evidence that the surface only is to be 
transformed and made new, by physical and not supernatu- 
ral means. Very difi'erent is to be the second or new heaven 
and new or third earth which John saw, because in it, there 
was no more sea. It is worthy of notice, if astronomers are 
correct in their opinion, that our satelite, the moon, has no 
sea. This circumstance is merely hinted at as by the bye. 
There is also another circumstance involved in awful mys- 
tery ; but which as well as many others may be unveiled to 
man in the new heavens. We allude to the size of the Holy 
Rey xxi.16. City. It is to be twelve thousand furlongs square. Now it is 
believed that there is not on our planet a continent of land 
of that square dimensions ; therefore, that great city must 
have its site on some larger pl€met, or in one perhaps that 
has no sea. 
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CHAPTER XI. 

Of Dominion over the Fish of the Sea, 

(First, it will be shown that man is to have dominion 
over the fish of the sea : and secondly^ the arrangements for 
effecting that dominion.) 

(First.) And God said unto them, be fruitful and multi-Q^n^ j gg 
ply, and replenish the earth and subdue it ; and have domin- 
ion over the fish of the sea. And the fe€ir of you and the «* ix. 2. 
dread of you shall be upon all the fishes of the sea. (Keep 
in mind that fear of man is not dominion of man.) And Num. xi. 
Moses said shall all the fish of the sea be gathered together ^"^* 
for them? And the Lord said unto Moses, is the Lord's hand 
waxed short ? thou shalt see now whether my word shall 
come to pass unto thee or not. Thou madest him to havcp, yiH 8 
dominion over the fish of the sea. Then thou shalt see and j^ j^ 5 
flow together, and thine heart shall fear, and be enlarged . * ^' * 
because the abundance of the sea shall be converted unto 
thee. And it shall come to pass, that every thing that liveth, E^ek.xiFii 
which mo veth, whithersoever the rivers shall come shall 9-10. *^ 
live ; and there shall be a very great multitude of fish be- 
cause these waters shall come thither : for they shall be heal- 
ed ;^ and every thing shall live whither the river cometh. 
And it shall come to pass that the fishers shall stand upon it, 
from FiU gedi even unto En-eglaim ; they shall be a place to 
spread forth nets : their fish shall be according to their kinds, 
as the fish of the great sea, exceeding many. 

(Secondly, The natural means of effectuating that domi- 
nion.) And there shall be upon every high mountain and is- xxx. 25. 
upon every high hill, rivers and streams of waters. Blessed « xxxii. 
are ye that sow beside all waters, that send forth thither the ^' 
feet of the ox and the ass. There the glorious Lord will be " xxxiii. 
unto us a place of broad rivers and streams ; wherein shall ^' 
go no galley with oars, neither shall gallant ship pass there- 
by. For in the wilderness shall waters break out, and 
streams in the desert. And the parched ground shall be- " xxxt.6. 
come a pool, and the thirsty land springs of water : in the 
habitation of dragons, where each lay, shall be grass, with 
reeds and rushes. When the poor and needy seek water, and " xii. 17. 
there is none, and their tongue faileth for thirst, I the Lord 
will hear them, I the God of Israel will not forsake therh. I 
will open rivers in high places, and fountains in the midst of 
the valleys. I will make the wilderness a pool of water, and 
the dry land springs of water. Thus sayeth the Lord, which " xiiii.ie. 
maketh a way in the sea, and a path in the mighty waters, 
remember ye not the former things, neither consider the , 
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things of old. Behold I will do a new thing : now it shall 
spring forth ; shall ye not know it ? I will even make a way

For 1 will pour water upon him 
that is thirsty, and floods upon the dry ground : even by the

Then said he unto 
me. These waters issue out toward the east country, and go 
down into the desert, and go into the sea ; (the Dead sea) 
which being brought forth into the sea, the waters shall be 
healed. And it shall come to pass, that every thing that liv- 
eth, which moveth whithersoever the rivers shall come, shall 
live ; and there shall be a very great multitude of fish, be- 
cause these waters shall come thither : for they shall be heal- 
ed ; and every thing shall live whither the rivers cometh. 
And it shall come to pass, that the fishers shall stand upon it, 
from En-gedi even unto En-eglaim ; they shall be a place to 
spread forth nets : their fish shall be according to their kinds, 
as the fish of the ffreat sea, exceeding many. But the miry 
places thereof, and the marshes thereof, shall not be healed ; 
they shall be given to salt. And by the river, upon the bank 
thereof, on this side and on that side, shall grow all trees for 
meat, whose leaf shall not fade, neither shall the fruit there- 
of be consumed ; it shall bring forth new fruit according to 
his months, because their waters they issued out of the sanc- 
tuary ; and the fruit thereof shall be for meat, and the leaf 
thereof for medicine. 
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CHAPTER XII. 

The physical means of the EartKs Transformation. 

Having finished all our readings from the Word of God, 
it will now be proper to advert to the works that may be ac- 
complished under His guidance and direction, by the hands 
of man. 

All persons acquainted with the historical parts of the Bi- 
ble, know, that the Almighty Ruler of Heaven and earth, 
previous to granting blessings, temporal or spiritual to his 
frail and fallible creatures, has uniformly made certain special 
requirements, or duties to be by them fulfilled as a sort of 
purchase of his favor and grace. Those duties appear to have 
been the symbols or tests of that spirit of faith and obedience 
to his divine will; suited to pur sinful and imperfect natures. 
To illustrate what has been now stated, a few instances may 
be recalled to your recollection. On the night before the Is- 
raelites left Egypt, they were commanded to strike the lintel 
and side posts of their doors with blood, to save them from 
destruction. Moses, on various occasions, was commanded 
to use his rod. Elijah restored the widow's son to life by 
stretching himself upon the child three times. By smiting 
with his mantle, Elisha divided the river of Jordan. And 
Naaman, the leper, was commanded to dip himself seven 
times in its waters that he might be cured of his leprosy. 
Peter and John commanded the lame man to look upon them, 
and he was cured. Paul said, what shall I do. Lord? and 
the Lord said unto me, arise, and go unto Damascus. All of 
us know the mighty gifts and blessings that followed Paul's 
obedience. And we see that uniformly whenever man was 
obedient to the divine commands, that the Almighty bestow- 
ed immediately spiritual as well as temporal gifts. Now, if 
we are commanded to do a thing equally simple and easy to 
be done as any of those acts which have been recapitulated, 
shall we be justified in following the conduct of the Assyrian 
captain, who, we are told, went away in a rage — even though 
we should have no other command and inducement than the 
suggestions of common sense and temporal benefits ? Surely 
not. The act alluded to, which we are commanded to do, is 
to raise the waters of the sea, in the words of Isaiah, upon 
^^very high mountain, and upon every high hill, in rivers and 
streams ; which being done, these waters, in the words of 
Ezekiel and Joel, issuing out from under the threshold of 
the house of the Lord, shall water the valley of Shittim and 
go into the dead sea, whose waters shall be healed, because 
their waters they issued out of the sanctuary. Some will be 
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disposed to cavil, and will probably ask, is man commanded 
to do this great thing ? It may be answered that, independent 
of his views of temporal advantage, that the following words 
and commands of God may be fairly interpreted as specially 
referring to the lite^ral fulfilment of man's raising the waters : 
" He will lift up an ensign to the nations from far. And it if; ^'. ^ 
shall come to pass in that day, that the Lord shall set his ^^' 
hand again the second time to recover the remnant of his 
people, which shall be left. And he sh^ll set up an ensign 
for the nations, and shall assemble the outcasts of Israel. 
Lift ye up a banner upon the high mountain. All ye inha- "^J!ji?; 
bitants of the world, and dwellers on the earth, see, ye, when 
he lifteth up an ensign on the mountains ; and when he blow- 
eth a trumpet, hear ye. And the Assyrian shall cast away «* xxxi. 
his idols, and his princes shall be afraid of the ensign. And^;^ ^^^^ 
an highway shall be there, and a way, and it shall be called ^^ j^..' ^ 
the way of holiness. Lift up a standard for the people. And »' xiix.i 
I will make my mountains a way, and my highways shall be^- 
exalted. Thou hast given a banner to them that fear thee, Ps. ix. 4. 
that it may be displayed because of the truth. Declare yeJer.i. 2. 
among the nations, and publish, and set up a standard. Andis ixri.] 
I will set a sign among them.'* 

Let us now inquire, if the mind of a Christian can figure 
to itself a banner — a standard— an ensign on the mountains, 
more consonant with the attributes of God, and the divine 
character of our blessed Redeemer, than the sea in rivers on 
the mountains ; by which the multitudes will be employed, 
and fed with fishes as of old ; the waters healed, and the 
earth made to produce an hundred fold, in accordance with 
the words of prophecy. 

Before concluding, it will be proper to call your attention 
. to a miracle performed by the prophet Elisha, because it ap- 
pears to have an obvious relation to the great sea, the banner 
on the mountains. You are aware that Jericho is situated 
on the plains, a few miles from the river Jordan, and that 
that river empties itself into the Dead sea. In which sea, 
since the dreadful visitation on the valley of Shittim, and the 
destruction of Sodom and Gomorah, there are no fish. But 
as you have heard from Ezekiel, its waters are to be healed. 
Elisha's miracle you will find recorded in 2 Kings ii. 18 : . 
" And when tViey came again to him, (for he tarried at Jeri- 
cho,) he said unto them. Did I not say unto you, go not ? and 
the men of the city said unto Elisha, behold, I pray thee, the 
situation of this city is pleasant, as my liord seeth, but the 
water is naught, and the ground barren. And he said, bring 
me a cruse, and put salt therein : and they brought it to him. 
And he went forth unto the spring of the waters, and cast 
the salt in there, and said, Thus sayeth the Lord, 1 have

healed these waters ; there shall not be from thence any 
more death or barren land. So the waters were healed unto 
this day, according to the saying of Elisha which he spake." 
This was done by the Lord by the hand of Elisha by the 
symbolical application of a little salt. The place at which 
that miracle was performed, the ingredients used for healing 
the spring, and the river and sea into which it flowed, appear 
to be nothing less than a plain prefiguration of the pre- 
dicted healing of the waters of the Dead sea, by the applica- 
tion of the sea from the mountains. The waters of the great 
sea, the Mediterranean as it is now called, would, according 
to human science, be sufficient of themselves to neutralize 
the noxious qualities of so small a volume of water as that of 
the Dead sea. However, we are not called upon to rely on 
the skill of man for affecting so great a change, for the Al- 
mighty has told us by the mouth of his prophets, that in these 
waters their fish shall be according to their kinds, as the fish 
of the great sea, exceeding many ; because their waters issue 
forth out of the sanctuary, from under the threshold of the 
house of the Lord at Jerusalem. Amen. Lord, thy king- 
dom come. 

Many men, being far from God and godliness, repudiate 
with faithless and hypocritical scorn the idea of the Lord 
making them, wicked as they know themselves to be, instru- 
ments in his hands, by the simplest mechanical means for 
effecting his great purposes for their own good. This feeling, 
and want of faith forms the stumbling block to ignorant and 
superficial minds. Mankind have it in their power to throw 
a continuous supply of salt water into the Dead sea, with as 
much certainty though at more cost, than the prophet cast 
salt into the spring at Jericho. Humanly speaking, in accord- 
ance with our chemical knowledge, that act of man would . 
be attended with more certain effect in healing the waters of 
that sea than the spring at Jericho could have been healed 
by a little salt, without Almighty power. None will sup- 
pose that it is meant to be here asserted that the means to be 
proposed for effecting this object are the only means in the 
power of man ; and far less, that the Almighty may not cio 
this by a thousand different modes. Our object, it is sup- 
posed, may be accomplished by various means. The sim- 
plest that occurs, is by buckets attached to endless ropes, on 
a series of inclined planes, from the sea to the mountains. 
These endless chains being put and kept in motion by the 
descent of the fresh water rivers, led to those planes. 

In the time of Noah, the surface of this earth and the in- 
habitants, for their extreme wickedness, were destroyed by 
water. And during the thousand years, it seems very proba- 
nd ble that in the counsels of Him whose mercy endureth for- 
Hkever, that we shall be saved by floods on the earth. 
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Several of the temporal blessings, resulting from rivers 
and streams of waters, being, in the words of Isaiah, " on 
every high hill and upon every high mountain," have been 
specially enumerated in the word of God : of course we shall 
only notice a few that occurs to us, as obvious and incontro- 
vertible. Besides the abundance of fish of the sea on the 
earth, there will be unlimited water power, for the transpor- 
tation of all kinds of merchandize — ^for propelling all kinds 
of machinery — means for fertilizing the earth by salt, in all 
its different states, by which the owners of the land will be 
greatly enriched — so that the prospect of it will naturally 
induce them to give abundant employment to laborers in ef- 
fecting the new state of things ; and those laborers will, pro- 
gressively and ultimately, participate in the bounties of our 
gracious Creator, who has in very numerous instances de- 
clared that, he will hear the cry of the poor, and deliver them 
with an outstretched arm. The temporal benefits, a very 
few only of which have been noticed, will immediately fol- 
low our obedience ; a circumstance of itself which is entire- 
ly conformable to the uniform and gracious dispensations of 
God to man. 

Befpre concluding this branch of our subject, I may men- 
tion a conjecture for your consideration, regarding the means 
that may be used for fertilizing the new earth. Many per- 
sons know, that an ancient philosoper, by the rays of the 
sun, burnt the ships of an enemy. He did this by refracting 
mirrors. By these a heat greatly exceeding boiling water 
may be obtained. Let us suppose, then, that adjacent to a 
field that has been drained in the ordinary method, there is 
placed a capacious boiler, from whence the steam may be 
conducted into small tubes laid horizontally about twelve in- 
ches below the surface over the field ; heat and moisture, two 
of the principal agents of fertility and nourishment to the 
roots of plants, could be thus supplied in any quantity re- 
quired. Let it be remembered that only a few years ago, 
some very eminent men laughed to scorn the idea of light- 
ing a whole city by gas. 

We have read from the word of God, in your hearing, 
that, at the restoration of the Jews, in the new heavens and 
new earth, «^the light of the moon shall be as the light of the 
sun, and the light of the sun shall be sevenfold, as the light 
of seven days." Suffer me to speak professionally, as a far- 
mer and a chemist. As light is uniformly in the natural 
world accompanied with heat ; it may then be asked, how 
shall vegetable and animal life subsist in so extraordinary 
a degree of heat ? To this objection it may be replied — thai 
moisture is one principal means by evaporation of diminish- 
ing heat ; in other words, of producing cold. And we see 
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that God in his gracious Providence has given us the means 
of throwing abundance of water on the earth. And were 
this not sufficient for the subsistence of man, we are told by 
Paul, that our vile bodies are to be changed, and fashioned 
after the glorious body of our Lord Jesus. Therefore, fear 
not, little flock, for you shall inherit the earth. 

To persons who have the misfortune to be in a state of un- 
belief, it is to be feared that these lectures will be viewed as 
mere fables. Such persons are commanded to search the 
Scriptures. Faith is declared to be the gift of God. Then, 
if any of us have not received that most precious gift, shall 
such a one be damned forever? God forbid. Is God unjust? 
He that doeth my will shall know whether it be of God or of 
man. If he do my will by acting righteously, he shall know 
that it, namely, the Holy Scriptures is of God. God sayeth, 
keep my ten commandments, statutes, and holy ordinances, 
in righteousness. He soweth light for the righteous. Do we 
then undervalue faith ? God forbid. Under heaven there is 
not any gift so precious. Lord, we believe ; help thou our 
unbelief. 



THE APPENDIX, 



Contains a description from the Holy Scriptures, of the inha- 
bitants of the first and second heavens, and also those of 
the third heavens, wherein is the throne and paradise of 
God. 

The Inhabitants of the First Heavens. 

'8. XV. Lord, who shall abide in thy tabernacle? who shall dwell 

in thy holy hill ? He that walketh uprightly, and worketh 
righteousness, and speaketh the truth in his heart. He that 
backbiteth not with his tongue, nor doth evil to his neighbour, 
nor taketh up a reproach against his neighbour. In whose 
eyes a vile person is contemned ; but he honoreth them that 
fear the Lord ; he that sweareth to his hurt, and changeth 
not. He that putteth not his money to usury, nor taketh re- 
ward against the innocent. He that doeth these things shall 
:Pet. i. 5 never be moved. Add to your faith virtue, knowledge, tem- 
perance, patience, godliness, brotherly kindness, charity, 
ik. xviii. How hardly shall they that have riches enter into the king- 
iat.vii.2i.dom of God. He that doeth the will of my Father which is 
" V. 10. in heaven, shall enter the kingdom of heaven. Blessed are 
they which are persecuted for righteousness's sake, for theirs 
«• vii. 21. is the kingdom of heaven. Not every one that sayeth unto 
me. Lord, Lord, shall enter heaven. 
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You will observe, friends, that generally those sins wliich 
shut us out from heaven have not been transcribed. You 
will be at no loss to find these specially enumerated in your 
Bible. 

Of the Inhabitants of the Second Heavens. 

He that overcometh shall inherit all things; and 1 will beRev.xxi.7. 
his God, and ho shall be my son. And there shall in no wise *« xxi. 27 
enter into it, any thing that defileth, neither whatsoever 
worketh abomination, or maketh a lie ; but they which are 
written in the Lamb's book of life. The Lord Jesus Christ Phu. ui.2i 
shall change our vile body, that it may. be fashioned like 
unto his glorious body. 

Of the Inhabitants of the Third Heavens^ wherein is the 
Throne and Paradise of God. 

And his servants shall serve him : and they shall see his 
face ; and his name shall be written in their foreheads. He ^^^ ^jj 
that is unjust, let him be unjust still : and he which is filthy, 3.^ 
let him be filthy still : and he that is righteous let him be ** **"*' 
rightous still : and he that is holy, let him be holy still. 
Blessed are they that do his conmiandments, that they may «« xxu.i4 
have right to the tree of life, and may enter in through the 
gates into the city. Amen. 



ESSAY ON THE THIRD COMING OF THE PRO- 
PHET ELIJAH. 

We find in the Scriptures, in the general account of the 
martyrs, saints and prophets, that are to have a place in the 
resurrection, the following specialities, viz. : three advents of 
Elijah, two of Moses, two of king David, three of our blessed 
Lord Jesus Christ, and two of Eliakim, the son of Hilkiah. 
But this essay will treat of Elijah's third advent only. The 
second appearance of that great prophet was at the transfigu- 
ration of the Lord Jesus. 

Ajs there is much diversity of opinion among professing 
Christians in regard to the third coming of Elias, an argu- 
mentative style will be adopted in this essay. 

Modern authors admit that the Jews, the Papists, and many 
of the ancient writers, maintain that Elijah is yet to come. 
•But they, the moderns say, that that great prophet has alrea- . 
dycome the third time. "And they (his disciples) asked 12,11' 
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Mat^. xvii. j^.j^^ ^jj^g Christ) saying, Why say the Scribes that Elias must 
first come? And Jesus answered, and said unto them, Elias 
truly shall first come, and restore all things. But I say unto 
you, that Elias is come already, and they knew him not, but 
have done unto him whatsoever they listed ; likewise shall 
also the Son of Man sufier of them. Then the disciples un- 
derstood that he spake of John the Baptist :" and not of Elias. 
The following paraphrase and commentary may perhaps 
settle this dispute, before Elijah's public manifestation ; for 
it is believed by some that that prophet is already on the 
earth. The question put by the disciples, showed two things, 
viz. — their own uncertainty, and the opinion of the Scribes 
on the subject. Jesus' answer was in accordance and harmo- 
ny with the 4th, 5th, and 6th verses of the fourth chapter of 
Malachi ; and in which chapter the Scribes, the Jews, the 
Papists, and ancient writers believe. Ye have not done the 
law, with the statutes and judgments given to JMoses. And 
as ye appear to have forgotten them entirely, I will send you 
Elijah to restore all things to your notice, that again, a sec- 
ond time, I will induce you to set a good example before 
your children, in order that they may give you deference, 
obedience, respect, and esteem ; lest, for your disobedience, 
impenitence, and wickedness, * I come and smite the earth 
with a curse ; and, behold 1 will send him before the coming 
of the great and dreadful day of the Lord.' Verily, one came 
already in the same power and spirit as Elias, namely, John 
the Baptist, whom ye killed; likewise also shall the Son of 
Man be killed by them, as it was written of John and our 
Lord ; but there was not any thing written of Elias, previous 
to his coming the first time, — all that ye knew of him when 
he did come, was, that he was of the inhabitants of Gilead, 
1 Kings xvii. 1. Then, but not till then, the disciples were 
thoroughly convinced that our Lord spake unto them, not of 
Elias, but of John the Baptist ; and then the subject was 
dropped. And our Lord, knowing that his disciples under- 
stood him aright, did not then, nor at any future period, en- 
deavour to remove the impressions which he had left on their 
minds. 

Regarding the persons and endowments of John and Elias, 
that they were two distinct persons, though in the same 
power and spirit, no one can doubt. John restored nothing, 
and he did no miracles, but Elijah had that power, « and he 
was a man subject to like passions as we are.' Why (asked 
Peter, James, and John) say the Scribes that Elias must first 
come ? Elias, (said our Lord) verily, cometh first, and restor- 
eth all things, Mark ix. 11, 12. At the transfiguration, Elias 
was seen by Peter, James and John ; and if they had not had 
an expectation of Elias coming again, they surely would not, 
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immediately nfter seeing Elias, have qnestmnctl oin Lonl re- 
garding the third coming of that prophet. From what is said 
in those verses, in conjunction with the 9th and 1 0th verses, 
it may be fairly inferred, that the third coming of Elias will 
precede the first resurrection and the coming of the kingdom. 

In regard to the times of the appearance, and the object of 
the several missions of Elijah and John : nothing having 
been previously wriiten of Elias, he first appeared in th« 
days of Ahab. John's first and only appearance, as predicted, 
was immediately before our Lord's public manifestation of 
himself, and there is no promise of John being sent a second 
time. John was the messenger of glad tidings, — ^joyful 
day to the whole creation. But Elias is to be sent a third 
time, and that before the "dreadful day of the Lord ; lest I 
come and smite the earth with a curse, for the iniquity of its 
inhabitants," In addition to these considerations, take John's 
own account of himself, John I. 19 — 23. And it is particu- 
larly worthy of the notice of those persons who call in ques- 
tion the third coming of Elias, that the prophet Malachi 
writes of the mission of John the Baptist^ chap iii. I ; and 
then, in the very next chapter of his book, of the third mis- 
sion of Elijah, — stating their relative times and objects. 

That Herod, the Scribes, and the people, have entertained 
the opinion, that Christ was John the Baptist, or Elias, was 
not in the least surprising; because all of them had very 
imperfect and inadequate opinions of each of the three. 
There are still Herods and Scribes in the land, in our day. 

After the lapse of eighteen hundred years, although our 
Lord came to confirm the law and the prophets, man has 
made no progress in moral science, in other words, in their 
obedience to the ten commandments, statutes, and judgments 
delivered to Moses in Horeb ; and still less have they made 
any progress in the pure, practical and spiritual precepts of 
our Saviour. For which reasons, and from many signs also, 
now is the time that pious and just men look for the third 
coming of Elias, " Lest the Lord come and smite the earth 
with a curse.' Is there any, the most distant hope of men 
being fitted to be inhabitants of Zion, as described in the xv. 
Psalm, without the aid of such a divine messenger as Elias? 
No. Therefore his coming will necessarily precede the first 
or new heavens and new earth, wherein dw^llelh righteous- 
ness. And by him, it is probable, that *' the Lord will shake 
the heavens, the earth, and the sea." 

John had the power and spirit of Elias ; they had similar 
duties to perform— but John preceded the King, and Elias 
is to precede His kingdom ; which there can be no doubt 
will be, in the language of Malachi, before the coming of the 
great and dreadful day of the Lord, (the second advent.) 
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
